Today, De Witt submitted an 
additional exhibit, based on some 
1949 operating figures, by way of 
test or verification, but company 
spokesmen said the result shown 
therein was virtually the same as 
in the main exhibit. 

For its rate base, aggregating 
$175,606,473, the company used 
chiefly the original cost of its 
plant in service at the end of 
1948, which was $172,106,473.

He will also be viewed by 
Horace Allen to détermine if he 
was one of the two men who held 
up the 905 Liquor store, 137 Lemay 
Ferry road, and took $45 from 
Allen and the contents of the cash 
register about 15 minutes before 
the shooting. 

Landreth told deputy sheriffs 
that Marlow and another man 
came into the tavern about 10 p.m., 
drank one beer and went to a 
washroom. When they came back 
to the bar, Landreth said, they 
were feigning drunkeness and he 
refused to serve them again. The 
men left the tavern but returned 
in about 10 minutes, Landreth re- 
lated, and he became suspicious of 
them. He went to his living quar- 
ters in the rear of the tavern and 
obtained a pistol. 

Both Draw Pistols. 

As he returned to the bar, Lan- 
dreth said, both men drew pistols 
and Marlow said: “We're not 
drunk. Give us your money.” 

“T started shooting,” Landreth 
continued. “I fired two shots at 
each man and hit both of them.” 

Marlow fell to the floor with a 
bullet in his chest and was still 
there when Deputy Sheriff Ollie 
Ledergerber arrived a few minutes 
later. Marlow’s accomplice ran 
from the tavern. Deputies traced 
a trail of blood to East Felton 
avenue, a distance of about three 
blocks, where it vanished. 

Early today, Reider appeared at 
Veterans’ Hospital.

He was born in Dallas and was 
educated at the Virginia Military 
Institute and the University of 
Texas.

He returned to private practice 
in 1982 and went into politics by 
helping his partner William Mc- 
Graw be elected state attorney 
general.

Clark denied that he 
served as a lobbyist al on, 
was brought out that he 
peared before the Legislative 7 
opposition to a chain store tas 
bill.

Pay, Production. 

“The steel worker has not shared 
appreciably in the profitability of 
the steel industry. The buying 
power of hourly rates of pay of 
production workers in the steel 
industry increased by one-seventh 
between 1939 and 1949, whereas 
productivity per man hour rose 
by 50 per cent over the decade. 
“The industry was disinclined 
to pass on any icant por- 
tion of the benefits of greater ef- 
ficiency to its employes in the 
form of increased’ purchasing 
power or to its consumers in the 
form of lower prices.” 

The human equation was em- 
phasized also by Phil Murray, 
president of the Steelworkers and 
of the CIO. Murray, usually one 
of the most placid of men, pulled 
out all the stops yesterday to ex- 
ploit it. 

On Machines and Men. 

The gentle burr of his Scotch 
ancestry turned to burning indig- 
nation as he contrasted the solici- 
tude the steel companies have for 
their machines — he used United 
States Steel, biggest, producer, as 


a whipping boy in ‘this phase of 


his remarks—and the treatment of 
the human beings who, like the

Seizing on ‘the report to stock-

Murray, a Roman Catholic, 
bowed reluctantly this week to a 
requirement of the Taft-Hartley 
labor law that he must file an 
oath he is not a Communist.

Murray was indicting the steel 
corporations for past mistakes in 
labor ement relations, but 
he didn’t stop with the past. That 
was just a springboard for the 
present and future. - 

Discloses Union Demands. 

For the first time he made a 
full public disclosure of what the 
union wants now from the steel 
companies. The package added up 
to 30 cents an hour in additional 


payroll costs, a figure reported 
earlier in these dispatches. : 


The breakdown “was 12% cents 
an hour in wages “currently pay- 
able,” 11.23 cents an hour in 
“wages deferred for pension,” and 
6.27 cents an hour in “social in- 
surance.” 


Murray’s vocal emphasis made 
it apparent the union’s major in- 
terest, as among the three items, 
was in the last two. He spoke of 
pensions amounting to $125 and 
$150 a month, depending on cir- 
cumstances of retirement and var- 
ious insurance benefits including 
group life insurance in an amount 
approximating one year’s pay for 
each worker. Included also under 
this heading were proposals for 
disability insurance, whether 
caused by sickness or accident, 
for steelworkers and their depen- 
dents. 

“Social Insurance” Defined. 

The union’s insurance proposals 
have been compressed in news 
reports to the term “social insur- 
ance” phrase which can mean al- 


y most anything. 


Murray gave the fact-finding 
board a definition of the term 
when he said the steel corpora- 
tions have an obligation to society 
to count as a legitimate cost of 
production the cost of maintain- 
ing the people who work for them 
as well as the machines which 
work for them. 

He quoted from a 1939 report of 
the American Medical Association 
that an income of $3000 was not 
adequate to enable a family to 
pay the cost of a major or chronic 
illness.

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A Curious Phenomenon 

Excitement approaching the delirious has been 
mounting steadily these last few weeks in a 
select group of St. Louisans.

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Dean Acheson’s Facts and Logic 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson straightfor- 
wardly told Congress why we should help West- 
ern Europe to rearm.

Mr. Acheson declared the $1,450,000,000 as- 
sistance program which President Truman rec- 
ommended to Congress is “most urgently 
needed” because it is impossible to ignore pos- 
sibilities of direct military aggression” by huge 
Russian forces. As he estimated these possi- 
bilities” hanging over the heads of the peoples 
of Western Europe, they “impair the will that 
now exists to resist Communist infiltration ag- 
gression if it should come.” 

France, on which much would depend in a 
defense of Western Europe, is but a shell of its 
pre-war self militarily. If this country accepts 
the advice of some Congressmen and gives mere 
token or interim payment on our obligations, it 
could be another case of “too little and too late.” 
Looking at it from the economy standpoint, we 
could outfit 10 French soldiers for what it would 
cost@us to maintain one American soldier. So 


failure to help France could be exceedingly ° 


costly. 5 

The big questions are: Is the United States 
going to stall on the obligations inherent in 
the pact? Do we want to see Western Europe 
impotent before a possible aggressor? Are we 
willing to pay for an ounce of prevention? 

If Congress appreciates the logic and the facts 
which Mr. Acheson put before them; the answer 
to these three questions can only be Yes.

I do not indulge in wish- 
ful thinking. I do want to indicate pos- 
sibilities and raise hopes. 


Each nation makes its contribution to 

culture along the lines of specific abilities 
which together form a mental type. These 
abilities are limited and one-sided, with 
the consequence that every nation shows 
intellectual deficien- | 
cies and excesses. 
Both could be avoid- 
ed if there exists the 
willingness to associ- 
ate with, and learn 
from, each other. I 
propose to test the 
German-American re- 
lation by some ex- 
amples. 

Some time ago 
Walter J. Murphy, 
editor of Industrial John Dewey 
and Engineering Chemistry, admitted in 
an editorial that America is behind Europe 
in fundamental research, while it frequent- 
ly leads in applied, factual research. Mur- 
phy finds the causes of this situation in 
the general preference of Americans for 
realistic and financially profitable tasks, 
and in the so far unsatisfactory compensa- 
tion for, and recognition of, research di- 
rected toward pure knowledge. A third 
cause, and in my opinion the essential one, 
is the training method used by American 
universities. 
vide sound knowledge, but is hardly apt to 
promote self-reliant thinking and the spirit 
of research. 


Fundamental research has been carried 
on much more extensively in Europe. I 
have noticed that the design departments 
of large American manufacturers frequent- 
ly employ German, Swedish or Swiss en- 
gineers. 


Where the American Excels 


The American engineer becomes supreme 
when the production stage is reached. De- 
sign and production are two complementary 
spheres in which German and American 
genius can supplement each other.

A Jest Without Savor 


There is a saying that three Germans 
represent four different opinions. But the 
excessive German individualism is really 
no subject for jokes. Ultimately it ex- 
presses our internal conflicts and lack of 
unity. The victory of National Socialism 
became possible only because the moderates 
had split up into an unreasonable num- 
ber of political parties. 


Personal opinions are often dogmatically 
elevated to absolute truths which cannot 
be discussed, The categorical “either-or” 
replaces the compromising “this-as-well-as- 
that,” and conflicts become unavoidable. 
An imposed uniformity, as we have had it 
during these unfortunate years, is of course 
no remedy. And yet the individual per- 
sonality, if not too obtrusively -presented, 
is the most valuable part of man. 


On American soil, one soon notices the 
considerable uniformity of the town, the 
home, clothing, food, customs and inter- 
ests, and in general of taste and way of 
life. The “American wdy of life” is an ex- 


tremely specific precept which all Ameri- 


cans follow. It is remarkable that this uni- 
formity is not, as under National Socialism, 
imposed from above, but has grown nat- 
urally and organically. 


A Surfeit of Pragmatism 


I would like to believe that in this field 
also Germans and Americans can profitably 
supplement each other, and learn from 
each other. In Germany more unity and 
better understanding would result if each 
individual would emphasize his own per- 
sonality less and adapt himself to his sur- 
roundings, thus following the American 
example. And the American would. de- 
velop his abilities more broadly in fields 
requiring greater individual personality, 
for example, in artistic creation, if he 


would ‘allow more room to individuality. 
There are. already clear signs today that 


James and ‘Dewey do not represent the 
last word in American philosophy. Many 
educated Americans arb turning away from 
this realiam and coarse utilitarianism. My 
own experience confirms that the Ameri- 


can youth expects more from his education 


at the university than a mere professional 
training which enables him to earn money. 


Would not mankind be better served if 
we took from the Americans a healthy

A Sourdough Tells His Tale 


THE TRAIL LED NORTH, by ates Ferguson Me-

The trail that led north was followed by 
Mont Hawthorne, lured by the silver salmon 
and the nugget of gold, though if there 
had not been these special lures he would 
have followed it anyhow, for the trail had 
a lure of its own. There were adventures 
to be had and Mont had his share and re- 
membered them well, for he cached them 
away where he could find them at twilight 
time when the Hood river orchards slum- 
bered and there was a fire on the hearth. 
Then he sat and talked of the times that 
had been. Martha McKeown, his niece, lis- 
tened and set down his stories as he fold 
them and put them into the book that is 
called “The Trail Led North.” 

The merit of the book, and its charm, lie 
in the faithfulness with which Uncle Mont’s 
imembellished speech is reproduced. 80 
reading the stories of the roaring days of 
the northern frontier is like sitting in the 
fire-glow and listening. To have achieved 
this illusion is a literary beat of the first 
order and Martha McKeown’s simplicity of 
style, in this instance, is finer than the 
finest art. 

The north, and the trail that led to it, 
were wild and rough in the 808 and ’90s 
when Mont Hawthorne went where the 
salmon called and the nugget waited to be 
found. He was only a boy then, but hard 
knocks on the plains and in the mines had 
made a man of him before his time and 
when, because he could go no farther west, 
he headed north, he was ready for the 
worst that the Klondike might have to 
offer. 

Always imhis later years Mont was spin- 
ning yarns about his adventures in his 
younger years and vowing that everything 
he told was just like 
it happened, which 
may well have been 
so, for his memory 
served him well. Al 
ways as he talked his 
niece listened and 
when at last she un- 
dertook to set them 
down he insisted that 
she get everything 
straight, for he didn’t 
want any old timers 
to be able to say that 
things happened dif- 
ferently. When he 
was 83 he was more 
Mont Hawthorne particular than ever. 

For months on end he worked with his 
niece out there on the Hood river valley, 
where they live on adjoining farms, seeing 
to it that the stories were just as he had 
told them. The book that finally came out 
may well be accepted as a true saga of the 
trail that led north. Anybody who doubts 
it would do well to stay away from Hood 
river valley, for Uncle Mont is still able to 
hattle for the truth as he remembers it, 
the truth as he has told it to Martha.

The big dress houses fear that 
if the strike lasts another couple 
of weeks they will take a big loss 
on their sales abroad.

T has long been my hope that Missouri would 
one day establish a “wilderness area” some- 
where within the boundaries of her more 
than 14,000,000 acres of wild land. The defi- 
nition of such an 
area is that we 
would restore it, as 
near as possible, to 

its o 
tive condition, and 
thereafter preserve 
it in this condition 
for the recreational 
use of the people of 


“selective cut- 
ting” basis, the tall 
pine and white and 
scarlet oaks. And 
beneath them on 
the forest floor 

would flourish the sumac and huckleberry, the 
Ozark wild rose, plume grass and little bluestem 
and many another forage plant. Once these had 
heen re-established in their natural succession, 
the deer and fox and raccoon and other wildlife 
would find safe refuge here, as they did before 
the white men came.

IF WE WERE TO CONSIDER establishing 
such an area, certain points must be kept in 
mind. It should be of a size to lend itself eco- 
nomically to timber and wildlife management 
and here the 15,000 acres of our Federal Wild- 
life Refuges suggests itself as being of reasonable 
size. It must be low in human population, for 
any private land holdings would have to be pur- 
chased and the people moved out. This actually 
offers few difficulties, for mny area we might 
consider would already have a small population, 
and this existing on a submarginal basis. Since 
ours is a highly exploitive economy, we'd have 
to choose an area with a small potential for 
timber growth; otherwise we would hesitate to 
sacrifice it to such an “idealistic” use. Finally, 
the area should be bounded by roads, but crossed 
by no more than one or two. All other access 
should be by trails on which no cars were al- 
lowed to travel. 
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THERE ARE NOT many areas within the 
boundaries of Missouri which would qualify un- 
der these specifications. Most of those we might 
consider are too remote, have too many people 
living in them, or are too valuable for the pro- 
duction of timber now or in the immediate fu- 
ture. But there are one or two, and last week- 
end Mama and I set out to explore the one 
which is closest to Possum Trot. Geologically 
it is probably the most interesting and significant 
of any area that might be selected in the Mis- 
souri Ozarks, for it centers on Taum Sauk 
Mountain, highest point in the state. Taum Sauk 
and the surrounding ranges, running as far north 
and east as our own Buford, are the true center 
of the Ozarks. They are old past the measuring 
of man; perhaps, indeed, the oldest land on our 
globe. Here the natural erosion through count- 
less eons of time has worn many thousands of 
feet from the tops of the peaks, until they are 
down to the granite or to the porphory which 
ig the indigenous rock. These hills are extreme- 
ly rugged and even the creek valleys are so nar- 
row and rocky that they provide the barest ex- 
istence for the few folks who cling to their small 
holdings. Once there were stretches of upland 
prairie and stands of good timber. Fire and 
over-logging, plus the poor character of the basic 
soil, give them a low timber-growing potential. 
Yet under proper management and protection, 
both forest and wildlife could prosper here. 
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WE LOADED THE DOGS and a bit of lunch 
into the car, along with camera and field glasses, 
and headed south from Belleview on the road 
to Monterey. Two or three miles from town the 
road dips into the National Forest which cor- 
ners here, and for as long as it remains in the 
Forest it is pretty well maintained. 

Once out of the Forest, the road became 
rougher, but we reached Monterey and chatted 
a moment with the folks who have the post 
office there, then headed south for highway M 
and the East Fork of Black River. This is the 
steram famous for its shut-ins“; canyons or 
gorges carved through the granite where the 
river runs deep, East Fork would traverse the 
center of the “wilderness area” which we have 
in mind, running from northeast to southavest, 
Taum Sauk lies to the east of the stream, while 
to the west are Bell. and Goggins Mountains. 
This country on both sides of highway M is as 
wild as anyone could ask, with hollows so deep 
and remote that many of them still go un- 
named. Coming home, instead of turning left on 
M and ending up at Graniteville, we went south 
to 21 and then headed north on 49 to Edgehill. 
From here, highway A will bring us back on 32 
a few miles from home; but we turned aside on 
an old and unused Forest Service truck trail 
which heads out past Bell Mountain. 
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THE BELL MOUNTAIN LOOKOUT seems to 
have been abandoned, for when we came to the 
sign and trail leading to it, we parked the car 
and hiked along it for perhaps two miles. The 
only signs of traffic were where some lumber 
truck had come in, doubtless to “Grandma” a 
tree or two, as the Ozark saying has it for tim- 
ber that you cut on some other fellow’s land. We 
found great masses of huckleberries which, a 
week earlier, must, have been loaded with fruit.

HEN Chaucer wrote in the 
Wa: 1386 of “the ushers and 

the squires,” he named ‘an 
officer of whom today’s church 
usher ls a direct descendant. In 
this sense, the word “usher” has 
not altered since its currency in 
medieval times. The change in its 
status is simply that it formerly 
had greater variety of applica- 
tions, 

Originally, as now, the “usher” 
was an officer or servant in 
charge of the door of a court or 
chamber, and it was he who 
showed persons to their seats, The 
word itself goes back to the verb 
“to ush,” meaning to issue, to 
come out, and thus the noun 
originally indicated egress. “On a 
day we usshet oute“ was in use 
as late as 1420 


As early as the twelfth century, 
the noun we know today was cur- 
rent in the Anglo French form, 
“usser,” which came from the old 
French “ussier.” This gained its 
importance in olden times from the 
position of the usher at the court 
of king or baron, Where he served 
as an officer of rank rather than 
as an attendant. A link between 
this larger sense of the office and 
today’s usage exists in England 
in the “gentlemen ushers” at- 
tached to the royal household.

North's bidding was as sound 
as it was direct. Possession of 
the four aces should always stim- 
ulate greater optimism, slam-wire, 
than a holding of any other four 
honor-tricks. 

West, despite North’s heart re- 
sponse, opened the heart queen— 
the safest choice. The ace was put 
up—and then declarer had quite 
a job of “stock-taking” to do! 
There were certainly many differ- 
ent ways of playing this hand! 
One way was to cash all the top 
cards in the plain suits, then 
cross-ruff hearts and clubs. A 
count of tricks under this plan, 
however, did not satisfy South! 

It was possible that something 
could be done in the spade suit— 
a successful finesse and or a 
break—but after due thought, 
South decided that his best chance 
was to play as follows: He ruffed 
a heart with the diamond eight, 
went back to the club ace, and 
ruffed another heart with the dia- 
mond jack. He then led and 
passed the club queen, discarding 
a spade from dummy. East, after 
taking his club king, made the 
best return, a spade- This was 
won by dummy’s ace, and de- 
clarer then cashed his king and 
queen of trumps. When Cast 
showed out, South simply switched 
back to clubs. When West ruffed, 
dummy overruffed and drew 
West’s last trump; then South 
took the rest with the spade king 
and good clubs. 
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
